| he said he was referring to over-all Bureau policies where he did not feel that 
the Agents that were being called in for testimony would be in a position to 
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answer and, for this reason, he desired a conference to explore these matters 
I so that the Agents would not be placed in a position of being asked questions they 
were not able to answer. He further stated that he desired to discuss this matter 

I so that if it were necessary to have some representative of the Bureau to 
officially answer such questions consideration could be given as to the proper 
person from the Bureau to testify before the Commission.
